During the mouth of August last, 
this Hoard addressed yon a circular 
letter advising yon of ihe prevalence 
uf Asiaslic cholera in Europe, and of 
the fact that it had neyer prevailed 
there as an epidemic without reach- 
ing our shores, and urging upon you 
ill the strongest terms to use every 
means in your power for the iin- 
piovement of Ihe s.iiiilary coiiditimi 
of the territory under your jiirisdie- 
lioii as the best known local method 
of preventing this disease. Since 
that letter was sent out Ihe disease 
has gradually spread ill Europe, aud 
ihe cpideinie has now readied tfuuh 
pioportioiis a^ to i onslaiidy threaten 
anvasioii of this coniilry. 

In view of ihe iiiiniinent public 
danger the National Conference of 
Slate Boards of. Health has called a 
meeting, to be lield as Washington, 
I\ C, Deeeinber the lOth, to wliieh 
have been invKi'd ilie (piaraiitiiK! ot'- 
ti -ers and the health olHcers of the 
liriiicipal ports of the United States 
and Canada for conference in regard 
to the sanitary condition and regu- 
lations of the localities wliich each of 
those delegates will represent, and in 
order to secure co-oiieralioii and con- 
cert of action between all the health 
boards of this country in preveuliiig 
or mitigating the horrors ofanepi 
demic. 

It is • again urged upon you that 
cholera is a flilh disease. It usually 
basils starting point aud is always 
far more fatal in the (iltliy, neglected 
iiuarters of cities and towns, and 
such quarters under your Jurisdic 
tion should receive prompt and con' 
tiiiuous attention. Wo would sug 
gcst that sanitary inspectors be ap- 
pointed iu every city, town aiid'vil- 
lage in the State, whose duty it shall 
bo to visit every house, point out any 
source of disease that may exist, aud 
urge and, if necessarv, enforce the re- 
moval of same. The water supply, 
vaults, cellars, drains, back-yards 
and alleys should receive special at- 
tention. Our laws confer ample 
power on you for this work, and it is 
believed that the necessary funds can 
be secured by properly representing
